Michael Bamuion, one of the best kpown
members of the department, dellberately
murdered Sergeant Timothy Cantlin at 4
o'clock thls morning, when Cantlin sus.

He lbas been before the Board
several tlmes recently on charges, but got
off with lght pennlties, He had given
Cantlin eonslderable tronble. When the
Sergeant could not find him this morning
he sospected that the patrolman hud en-
tered an Mlk street malthouse to get
witm. He wolted there, and at the expira-
tion of fificen minntes Sasmmon sauntere
olit. Cuantlin reprimanded him, and told
him to go to the statlon house, and that
he was suspended, Sammon walked nlong
with the Bergeant In.the direction of the
stition. Ho asked to be let off this time;
Bummon evidently feared that dismissnl
would follow another suspension. Cantlin
told him that‘he would have to report the
matter and advised him to speak to the

“Captalp about It, ‘

“T'hen toke that,” sald Bammon, who had
slipped bis pistol out of his pocket,

As he spoke be fired a shot at short
ringe Into Cantlln’s right side. The bullet
Indged 1o Hls spine.  Cantlin fell. on his
face and Sammon guletly walked to the
stntlon, Cantlln, though mortally wopnde,
did ot lose consclonsmkss.  After much ef-
fort he got his whistle out of his pocket
gnd blew untll a rlirosd fagman heard It
and went to se¢ what was the matter. The
flagmch summoned a pollceman and an gm-
bulnnee. Twenty-five minutes elapseéd be-
tween the sghootiug and the appearance of
the flagman, and In the meantime Cantlin
Lled | terribly. On hls woy to the station
Sammon met Patrolman MeOlure,

‘warming be buttoned up his overcoat and
started to the dgor. As he reached it Pa-
trolman McCinre stepped in.

Cantlin died at-the hospital at 2 o'clock,
after identifying Sammon. He leaves five
children, all under ten years. He was con-
sldered one of the best officers on the force.
The revolver Samimon used was a splendid
goldsmounted weapon, sindded with dia-
monds and pearls, a gift to hlm whils he
was eaptain. Tt was found that he had
oloaned It enrefully, evidently figuring that
if Cantlln dled at once no.suspiclon would

A PIECE OF IﬁPEhIAL DECORATION.

A Story That Princess Frederick Leopold
of Prussia Tried to Commit Suicide
Owing to the Crual Treat-
ment of Her Husband.

Berlin, Jan. 12.—In splte of the rumors
of war and the preparations for the jubllee
of the proclnmation of the German Empire,

He was tried
yesterdny before the COriminal Court and
received & sentence of six months In
prison.

Two points were put forward by the
progecution, The first was an nrtlcle In
the Vorwaerts, under the heading, *"Mil-
Itarism,' In which the author wrote sternly
against the nillitary system in Prussia.

‘The presiding judge, Sandgerlechts, DI-
rector Grandike, caled the artlele In
question an lnfamous plece of work., On
the motlon of the prosecutlon he recelved
six months on this count.

The second count was another article In
the Voswaerts, In which the editor had
stated that the police of Kiel, during the
gelebration of the opening of the Kalser
Withelm Channel, had allowed the fm:
portation of disorderly women from other
ofties, nnd besides hnd lcensed a great
many additionnl houses of i1l repute.

The aceused wns able to prove the truth
of his starement nnd the charge on the
last count was iismissed.

The Munich News, n paper which has
atrong relutions with Prince Blsmarek, pub-
[islés n seasdtionnl artlole, In which it Is
stated that Prince Bismarck will not eome
to Berlin on January 18 on aocount of the
treatment he has recelved from the Enlsar,
and that he wes not willlng to he used
merely as a plece of Imperial decoration.
